Argus, M. K. Moscow on 
Harper, $2.50. January 17. 

A half-serious, half-humorous account of the 
Americanization of a Russian, who came to the 
U.S. as a refugee from the 1917 revolution. To 
him, as to his compatriots, everything Rus- 
sian took on a halo; the U.S. was all right in 
its way, but not to be compared with one’s 
homeland; and the native American’s cheer- 
ful verdict of crazy Russians was matched by 
the exiles’ disdain for the crazy Americans. 
Now the pattern is being repeated by Slavic 
refugees of World War II, and the author’s 
contemporaries, finding themselves auto- 
matically defending the U.S., realize how com- 
plete the Americanizing process has been. 


Farquharson, Ronald. Confessions of a 
China hand, Morrow, $3. January 10. 


Reminiscences of a British chemical com- 
pany’s salesman who travelled about China 
during the 1920’s and 1930’s. The anecdotes 
characterize wily Chinese businessmen who 
courteously outwit the foreigner, a clever, 
harsh warlord, faithful servants, occasional 
brash Americans and brave Englishmen. Un- 
consciously gives a revealing picture of West- 
ern attitudes toward China; interesting for 
background and implications in the present 
world situation.

The author recreates her childhood in a 
Nova Scotian village, crowding the pages with 
an unusual assortment of relatives, neighbors, 
and pets. She describes incidents in their 
daily living in a humorous, sometimes poign- 
ant, but always enjoyable way.

Disturber of the 
peace; the life of H. L. Mencken. Harper,

Although the biographer of H. L. Mencken 
obviously admires his subject, he is neverthe- 
less able to make objective judgments of the 
man’s attitudes and behavior, and to present 
that perverse personality in terms that ade- 
quately express the full measure of his tur- 
bulent spirit. In the course of the chrono- 
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logical record of Mencken’s life and writings, 
the author makes his readers see and feel an 
irreconcilable rebel against life, an iconoclast 
who had only to know that a thing was ac- 
cepted to be against it, and, conversely, a 
man of great personal magnetism, himself 
capable of strong attachments. 


Ward, Barbara. Policy for the West. Nor- 
ton, $3.75. January 8. 


A British economist continues her discussion 
of world problems begun in West at Bay 
(Booklist 45:1, S 1 48), examining honestly 
and clearly the essential facts—Soviet pene- 
tration and essential hostility, the faults in 
past appeasement by the West and the unify- 
ing steps made by the Marshall Plan and the 
Atlantic Pact. She then compares the econ- 
omic, military and moral strength of the op- 
posing camps and offers the solution of more 
effective use of the U.N., voluntary federal 
union based on practical cooperation and 
gradual relinquishing of sovereignty by both 
the Western and the newly awakened Asiatic 
communities, bolstered by faith in individual 
freedom as against regression into fatality and 
tyranny.

Cannon, Le Grand. Come home at even. 
Holt, $3. February 26. 


A slow, somber story accounting for about 
ten years in the lives of the characters, dur- 
ing which problems are posed, and, in the 
end, dismissed rather than solved. Willie 
Crashaw, a none-too-bright shepherd boy, 
fell afoul of superstitious Lincolnshire farm- 
ers, and had to be spirited off to America as 
Robert Cargill’s bound boy. Cargill had been 
persuaded that it was God’s will for him to 
settle in the colony at Salem, and his wife 
Ellen nearly died before he could be con- 
vinced that it would not be a sin to take her 
back to England. Willie and a servant girl 
who appears at crucial moments are also in- 
volved in the decision; Roger Williams too 
appears briefly to take part in it. 


Comyns, Barbara. Our spoons came from 
Woolworths. Holt, $3. March. 


An English novel written with deliberate ar- 
tifice as the artless life story of a lonely girl’s 
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married life. Sophia willingly takes on the 
support of her self-absorbed artist husband, 
lives in dismal poverty and is surprised to 
find she is about to have a baby. The mater- 
nity hospital scenes are unbelievably me- 
dieval, and the next time Sophia agrees to 
the abortion urged by her husband. Later 
she passes off an illegitimate baby as her 
husband’s, is dropped by her lover, but 
emerges triumphant in the end in prosperous 
respectability with another painter husband. 
A literary oddity that is difficult to appraise; 
only the credulous will accept Sophia’s esti- 
mate of herself as a long suffering heroine. 


McKinley, Karen. Letter to a child. Holt, 
$3. March 19. 


A young widow resorts to artificial insemina- 
tion as a means of providing herself with a 
child after her husband is killed in an acci- 
dent and her first child is born dead. Aside 
from this solution, which may be disturbing 
or distasteful to some readers, the story is a 
somewhat sentimental recital, in the form of 
letters to the unborn child, of the happiness 
the woman, a painter, knew with her hus- 
band, the hopes they had for children who 
would help carry out some vague plans for 
bettering the world, and the woman’s life 
during the last months of pregnancy in a 
village somewhere in eastern U.S. where she 
gave expression to her love for children by 
teaching the village youngsters to paint. 


Park, Ruth. 1212 Plymouth Street. Hough- 
ton, $3. January 23. 


In a verminous tumble-down slum district 
in Sydney, Australia, the Darcys lived in a 
tumultuous, generally happy fashion, in spite 
of poverty, a loving but drunken father, and 
a rapacious landlord. The story, slightly remi- 
niscent of A tree grows in Brooklyn, follows 
the trials and the hopes of self-conscious, un- 
attractive Dolour, as she tries to get the 
minimum of education that will insure a bet- 
ter job than her relatives can hold, cares for 
her sister’s children, and has her reward in a 
belated romance. A realistic novel that is 
warmhearted and filled with vitality. Con- 
tinues the story begun in Harp in the South 
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(Boox.ist 44:283, Ap 15 48) but is not de- 
pendent on that book.

A plethora of plot and subplots, motives ang 
emotions characterize a movie-style novel and 
give it certain appeal for less critical readers 
It tells of the first year of a marriage between 
a pampered Easterner and a stoical, part In- 
dian mining engineer.

Then 
young Edwin Peele, who tells the story, had 
the temerity to fall in love with Grett Ellis, 
and two had a frightened secret courtship 
until they dared announce their marriage 
plans, only to have the wedding truce end in 
a fatal brawl that also ended the feud. Edwin, 
who tells the story, is a poet, sensitive to the 
beauty of his country, its moods and its dark 
superstition, and the young lovers, brave 
amidst hatred, are an appealing pair.

Short stories presenting the prosperous Jewish 
contingent of New York City in a series of 
intimate portraits. The stories have detach- 
ment, as though they are being told by some 
garrulous relative who is an onlooker; yet 
most of them contain some highly emotional 
character, or one given to great suffering, or 
to malevolence. Many, like the story of the 
forty-seven year old spinster whose belated 
romance misfires, will be remembered for the 
delayed reactions they evoke.
